OUR PROSPECTS. | 


| 


The news which we published on Saturday, | 
respecting the gold fields just opening up in the 
Bridge River country, on the one hand, and the | 
Big Bend country, on the other, will have been 
read with joyful avidity by mayy, and, doubtless, | 
with sneering unbelief by some. Like the boy | 
in the fable,the cry of ‘‘ the wolf, the wolf” has | 
been so aa uit especially in the neighboring 
colony, and proved to be little better than a} 
false alarm, that now, when important discover- 
ies of substantial new gold fields are announced, 
it is scarcely matter of surprise that people should 
have become somewhat skeptical. Indeed six 





teach us to receive with very great caution re- 
ports of new discoveries. ‘The news which it has 
been our pleasing daty to pablish within the last 
week or two, comes to us, however, ina form 
which leaves no reasonable ground for doubt. 





: The revolution which these discoveries are un- 


doubtedly destined to bring about in the mining, 
commercial and agricultural interests of the coun. 
try is very great. Paradoxical as it may appear, 
Cariboo has been at once the great wen and the 
mainstay of thecolony. Cariboo has been almost 
synonymous with British Columbia. Tt has been 
the fabulous land of Ophir to which all have ca- 
gerly rushed, the centre towards which - legisla- 
tion has converged, the grave of many a golden 
dream and ruined constitution. With the masses 
it has been “Cariboo or nothing ;” and, unfor- 


tunately, its treasures are buried far too deep to 


be available to more than a few. The result has 
been that, while the famous Williams Creek has 
been-Steadily yielding up its millions every year, 
it has not afforded profitable employment to half 
of those who have been lured thither by the fas- 
cination of its known wealth. Yet an unaccount- 
able infatuation appears to have Wound the gold- 
seeker to its charmed banks. A season of dis- 
appointment, nay. of semi-starvation, within that 


“ charmed circle’ has, been preferred to moder- 


ate pay in less témpting diggings. Bat while 
Cariboo proper will btless maintain ilsprestige 
for many years to come, and continue to be the 
favorite field for the'tapitalist, the new gold fields 
which have just been discovered to the north of 
it, to the south of it, to the east of it and to the 
west of it will break that fatal spell which has 
hitherto operated so injuriously to the miner and 
to the country at large. A great breadth of 
ground, easy of access, possessing the important 
advautage of a supericr climate, and where every 
man who can lay in a weeks “grub” and a 
‘« rocker” cannot fail, with ordinary industry, to 
earn from ten to thirty-dollars a day, will un- 
doubtedly draw off the redundant population of 
Williams Creek, while it may be reasonably 


expected to attract a considerable immigration 


from abroad. It requires no very keen percep- 
tion to comprehend the advantages which must 
flow from the altered state of things we have 
qhus imperfectly indicated. That diggings which 
will yield fair remuneration to the masses would 
be better for all parties than the costly, and un- 
certain, though enormously rich ground of Wil- 
Jiams Creck will be readily understood, If fifty 
men raise as many thousand dollars in the season 
the country receives infinitely more benefit than 
would accrue from the same amount being taken 
out of one rich claim. This proposition is so 
self-evident that argument wold"be superfluous. 


’ (Phe fortunate Williams Creek miner, who takes 


out his fifty thousand dollars, almost invariably 
Jeaves the country with as little delay and ex- 
pense as possible. But distribute that fifty 
thousand dollars amongst fifty miners, and they 
not only consume fifty times as much as the oth- 
er, and, consequently, contribute fifty times as 
much towards the revenue, but they are very 
much more likely to remain in thecountry. We 
have hinted at the good effects of our new gold 
fields in a commercial point of view. The busi- 
ness of supplying the Cariboo miners has proved 
a “game of hazzard.” To open and work a 
claim there is an expensive undertaking, eventu- 
ating in a fortune or in bankruptcy, according 


- gs the claim may chance to be rich or worthless.

must be charged, and greater losses made. But | 


to supply miners engaged upon such diggings | 


as those found in the Big Bend country, and es 
pecially in the Bridge River country, will par- 
take of no hazzard, beyond what everywhere 
appertdins to commercial transactions. The 
miners will need no credit, becanse they will 
take out gold every day, and “ wash up” every 
night. Thus the miner will no longer be under 
the thumb of the trader, and the trader at the 
mercy of the Victoria supplier, a8 is so largely 
the case at present. The commerce of the 
country will, in fact, be emancipated, and free to 
flow in the more legitimate and natural channels. 
Nor should the agricaltural feature of our sub- 
ject be lost sight of. Cariboo, situated as it is 
iu the sterile and mountainous regions of the 
north, is in a great measure cut off from the in* 
fluence of husbandry. Once the gold is all dug 


| out it wouldn’t bring a crooked six-pence, if sold 


to the highest bidder. All that has been expend 
ed in making roads to it, beyond a certain point, 
would utterly cease to yield any benefit. With 
some of our newly discovered gold-fields, how- 
ever, the case is altogether different. Contigu- 
ous to, nay, in some instances, in the very midst 
of agricultural lands, capable. of sustaining a 
large population, they would at once tend to the 
enrichment of those engaged in working them, 


| and, what is of far greater importance, the per- 


manent settlement of the country. To work mines 
within hail of the farm house—within hearing 
of the lowing kine, and the song of the milkmaid, 
even if those mines did not yicld more than 
good, round wages, would be far more satisfa - 
tory to all parties, and would conduce to the 
permanent progress of the country in a far great- 
ér degree than would the expensive and haz- 
zarduous work of gold mining on Williams 
Creek. While the latter. will doubtless continue, 
for many years to come, to be the richest gold- 
field, perhaps, in the whole world, and while it 
will, with its magnificent system of roads, and 
the great facility which exists for conveying 
machinery thither, be the most attractive and the 
most remunerative field for the capitalist, it is to 
the former that population will chiefly resort. 
They will undoubtedly be the diggings for the 
poor man—for the masses, in fact ; and to them 
will the attention of the Government necessari- 
ly be largely directed for some months to come,
